How to Make Jellies and Jelly Stocks 


* B y W. V. Oruess, A*st. Professor of Zymology, In the University of California. 


JELLIES 
For the production 
of jelly, 
three 
things are necessary, namely, fruit pec­ 
tin, fruit. acid, and sugar. 
The pectin 
and acid are supplied by the fruit and 
arc extracted from the fruit by crush­ 
ing and pressing, or by cooking the 
fruit and pressing. 
The sugar must be 
added. 
The sugar has two functions: 
I t makes the setting of the jelly possi­ 
ble and it acts as a preservative for the 
jelly. 
The general principles of jelly 
making 
:as recommended by the Uni 
versity of California College of Agricul 
ture are practically the same for all 
fruits. 
The main steps in the process 
are the extraction of tho pectin 
by 
cooking, tho pressing, and the clearing 
of the juice by filtration or settling, and 
the boiling of the juice that the jelly 
raay^be 
formed with the sugar. 
The 
directions below given for loganberry 
jelly may be applied with a few modifi­ 
cations to other jellies. 


LOQANBERRY JELLY 
Crush the berries and heat to boiling 
in an agateware or aluminum pot with­ 
out the addition of water. 
Boil about 
two or threo minutes. 
Press out tho 
juice through a cheescloth or jolly bag. 
Add a very small amount of water to 
the pressed pulp and heat to boiling. 
Boil for about ton minutes and press 
out the watery solution. 
This may bo 
added to the first pressing. 
Test the 
jelling qualities of the juice by mixing 
•one glass of sugar and one glass of the 
juice in a small pot. 
Boil until the 
jelly will sheet from a spoon or untii 
it boils at 220 degrees Fahrenheit, or 
until it will test 32 degrees Baume' 
or 59% Balling in the heated juice. 
A 
candy thermometer or a good chemical 
thermometer can be used to test the 
boiling point. 
If this is not used, a 
Baume' hydrometer, obtainable through 
any drug store for about fifty cents, 
may be employed. In using the Baume' 
hydrometer the hot juice is poured into 
a tall glass cylinder and the hydrometer 
is inserted. 
The reading is niailo at 
the surface of the liquid. However, the 
•use of a hydrometer or thermometer is 
not necessary to make jelly. 
It is only 
necessary to boil it down until it will 
sheet from the spoon. 
If this prelim­ 
inary test shows that the loganberry 
juice h>s enough pectin to make a satis­ 
factory jelly, the whole lot may be made 
Into jelly by adding an equal quantity 


of sugar and boiling down until tho 
jelly will freely sheet from a spoon. 
It 
may then bo poured boiling hot into 
glasses and sealed with melted parafflne. 
To make clear jolly, the fruit 
juice, 
immediately after it has been passed 
from the fruit, must be filtered several 
times through a thick cloth or through 
a felt jelly bag. 
The filtering must be 
done before tho sugar is added because 
Jtho sugar makes a syrup so thick tliut it 
cannot be 
filtered. 


OTHER FRUIT 
JELLIES 
Apples must bo covered with water 
and boiled before pressing. 
A mixture 
of one lemon and two oranges sliced, 
covered with water, and boiled for one 
hour will mako very satisfactory jolly 
The oranges furnish the pectin and the 
lemons furnish the acid in this case. 
Blackberries, currents, 'and other ber­ 
ries do not require the addition of any 
water. 
The juice from 
all of 
these 
fruits may be made into jelly by the 
addition of one part of jelly by volumo 
and by boiling down to the jellying 
point. 
A number of other fruits, not­ 
ably, apricot^ peaches, pears, strawber­ 
ries, and raspberries, do not 
contain 
enough pectin to give jelly. 
Therefore, 
the juice from these fruits must bo com­ 
bined with the juice from fruits rich 
in pectin. 
Such combinations as logan­ 
berry and strawberry, loganberry and 
raspberry, or apple and apricot 
juice 
may be used satisfactorily if enough of 
the loganberry or apple juice in added 
to furnish the needed pectin.

The juices arc steril­ 
ized immediately after

This makes it possible to distribute the 


without water, as tho caso may bo, and 
boil for tho required longth of time. 
Press out the juice as for jelly making. 
Strain through a cloth sovoral times to 
clear it. 
Place it in a pot and hoat to 
boiling. 
Pour it boiling hot into scald­ 
ed jars or cans and scnl at onco. 
It 
will keep until needed in these contain­ 
ers. 


An alternate method is to place tho 
juice after filtering into cloan bottles. 
The bottles are flllod to within about 
an inch and a half of the top. 
Those 
are then corked with corks sterilized 
by boiling in water for ten minutos. 
Tho corks are tied down with n string. 
The bottles are placed in a horizontal 
position in a large wushboiler in which 
has boon placed a falso bottom to pro­ 
tect the bottles from tho direct heat 
of the fire. A wire screen, wooden grat­ 
ing, or a towel may bo used as a false 
bottom. 
The bottles uro covorod with 
water and the water is heated nlmost 
to boiling point and kept at this point 
for about ten or fifteen minutes. 
The 
bottles are then removed and the corks 
are dipped in melted paraffine or melted 
sealing wax to seal them. 


The bottles or cans or jars may bo 
stored in a convenient place anil made 
up into jelly as occasion demands. 
To 
mako a jelly from this jelly stock, shako 
the coutuinor thoroughly to mix it, pour 
out the contents, and add 
an 
equal 
quantity of sugar. 
Boil tho 
mixture 
down untils it jells. 
It may then bo 
poured into glasses and other containers 
in the same way as with ordinary jelly.

Treatment of Navel Orchard This Year 


The Ban Antonio Water Company of 
Ontario, in its effort to gather informa­ 
tion of value to its patrons on the sub­ 
ject of intercrops, has asked Dr. H. J. 
Webber of the citrus experiment sta­ 
tion as to the best handling of citrus 
orchards in view of the present situa­ 
tion. Dr. Webber answers: 


Navel groves are left in large meas­ 
ure without a crop of fruit. 
Tn general 
they have not been otherwise 
injured 
and arc now showing great vigor where 
they were in good condition before the 
hot weather. 
They have no crop to 
mature and it is evident that the fer­ 
tilizer requirements for this season will 
not be so great as where a large crop 
is 
maturing. 
In probably all navel 
groves it will be safe to cut out all 
future fertilization this yenr. 
Nitrogen, 
is the olement most needed in our soils 
and is at the same time the clement 
most readily lost. To keep up the fer­ 
tility requirements and prevent loss, it 
may be found desirable in some cases I 
where a grower has sufficient water to] 
plant cow peas or black eye beans 
immediately as a summer cover crop 
to be turned under about the lust week 
of September in time to allow the plant­ 
ing of a winter cover crop, 
l'robubly 
in such n case as this better 
results 
wonjd be obtained by disking 
under 
the crOp than by plowing. 
Much a 
summer cover crop to be worth while, 
should be planted at least by the first 
of August and seded 
more 
thickly 
than when growing the crop for seed. 
This summer cover crop should not in 
my judgment be allowed to take place 
of the winter cover crop which is more 
important. 


The winter cover crop of some le­ 
gume, such us MelilotiiH, Windsor beans, 
or vetch, should not be neglected this 
year, as by this means the grower se 
cures the cheapest 
possiblo 
fertilizer 
with nitrogen and organic matter, the 
two elements of fertilization most noed- 
ed by California soils. If the grower 
finds it possiblo to grow and add to 
the soil two fairly good cover crops 
between now and early next spring, it 
is possible that a grove in good condi­ 
tion now could be enrried through the 
season of 1918 without further fertili­ 
zation, and at the same time carry a 
good crop of fruit next summer. 


It is certain that our ordinary fertili­ 
zation will from necessity be greatly 
interrupted next year, as it is becoming 
almost impossible oven now to secure 
tho ordinary materials. 
Potash is very 
expensive aud cannot be obtained in 
quantity. In view of tho fact that ex 
porimcntH have shown thnt this element 
has very little effect in citrus fcrtiliza 
tion in California, its omission from our 
fertilization for several years will cer 
tainly cause no loss either in fruit or 
condition of trees. 


Phosphoric 
acid 
fertilization, 
while 
more noticeable in effect than potash 
is nevertheless not very qujckly visible 
in effect on the tree or fruit, and as 
this element is usually present in con 
siderablo abundance in California soils 
it is probable that its cntiro omission 
from 
fertilization for two or throe 
years will cnuse no visible effects. In 
the presont emergency, therefore, it i 
believed that citrus growers may safely 
omit potash and phosphoric acid from 
their 
fertilization for two or three 
years, providing their land and groves 
are now in good condition. 


During the war period fertilizers will 
be expensive anil dillleult to seen re, nn< 
growers will he compelled in large nieas 
lire themselves to produce such as are 
required. It is fortunate that w« hav 
so many leguminous crops that can b 
grown in the groves to supply the nee 
ensary nitrogen and organic matter. Uu 
dor present conditions, therefore, it be 
comes 
moro than 
ever 
important t 
grow good cover crops to turn uude 
as green manures. 
Some growers sti 
continue to grow cereals, such as baric 
aad rye, for the purpose, 
apparently 
failing to understand that cereal crops 
do not possess the faculty of gatherin 
nitrogen from the air as do the legume 
It is ulso important in this crisis t 
strongly advocate the careful conserva 
tion and use of all manure produce* 
and of ull spoiled alfalfa hay and otiit' 
organic materials. 


PKUN1NW 
It may be suggested that where nave 
groves need 
pruning or tinning mi 
the present 
conditions offer 
excellen 
opportunity to do this without 
injur 
to the crop. 
Such pruning, howeve 
should be dune as eurly as possible so 
that the new growth stimulated by th 
pruning will become fully mature befor 
there is danger of severe frost. In th 
case of rundown 
groves, that it 
desired to bring up, a severe pruuiu 
at this time run be made without loss 
of fruit, and would probably put tl 
trees in good condition for a crop nex 
year, if at the same time the othe 
conditions of culture are improved 
HSK OF INTKHCItol'S FJ^JJ I'UOFl 


Many questions arc being asked 
garding the intercropping of grove 
with crops grown for profit and fur-th 
purpose of increasing our supply of foot 
stuffs. 
There are probubly nearly as 
many opinions regarding this 
mutte 
aa there are growers, and very littl 
exact experience from which to form 
late policies. 


It appears to the writer that tho ei 
rus.grower should clearly recognize tha 


NOTICE TO CITRUS GROWERS 


Fumigation 


he is a citrus grower primarily nnd that 
nothing must be done in the grove that 
is even remotely likely to injure it. 
The citrus grove is a long time crop 
and the investment in it is too great 
to jeopardize. 
There is evidently no 
doubt but that in young groves up to 
possibly five or six years of age certain 
intercrops can be grown without injury 
to the trees and probably at a profit 
Such intercrops, however, should be sel­ 
ected with caution. 
Foremost among 
such crops we would rank the bean, but 
it is too late now to plant beans in a 
grove and have them mature in time 
to plant a winter cover crop to advan­ 
tage. At this late period in the year, 
it is thus questionable whether it will 
not be best in the long run, even in 
young groves, to direct the attention 
to growing the necessary green manures 
to keep the grove in good condition, 
waiting for the longer period of-next 
summer to grow the intercrop. 


After the groves have reached an age 
f eight or ten years, the writer feels 
in to strongly that the greatest revenue 
o the grower and the great good to 
the grove will result in using such space 
as is available in growing green manures 
to turn 
under, therebly saving on a 
fertilizer bill. 
Unless we reach a con- 
ition of great extremity as a result 
of the prolongation of the war, probably 
the attempt to intercrop groves would 
ot be justified, and such a critical con- 
ition we trust is not likely to occur.

is 
livelihood 
is going to bo up 
against it next 
winter. 
Even the 
most optimistic TOports of fruit men 
place tho next crop of this fruit at 
ess than fifty per cent and in many 
places it will be less than thirty per 
cent. 


For a long time the orange growers 
have been satisfied to depend on their 
one crop, and in seasons of short crops 
have been inclined to do a lot of com 
plaining. It is now about 
time for 
them to adopt the methods of other 
agriculturists and put more than one 
ron in tho flro. 
They can raise other 
crops that will bring in enough money 
to keep up thoir grovos until tho trees 
bear and they can do this for one or 
two years without 
damaging 
their 
groves. 


With tho tromondous demand which 
will be made on this country for ,all 
kinds of foodstuffs for tho next year, 
thoro is every opportunity for them 
to make money out of potatoes. 
While 
there has been a big crop of 
early 
potatoes raised, these will all be con 
sumed by the time the fall 
crop ii 
harvested. and as there is no surplus 
on hand, the later crop will undoubted 
ly bring a good price. 


Potatoes can be raised botween the 
rows of orange troos with good re 
suits. 
Throo rows can bo planted be 
tween the older trees and still leave 
room for cultivation. 
While it Is true 
potatoes take potash out of the soil 
it must bo romembored 
that the or 
ango troes will carry a light crop of 
fruit and a large percentage of tho 
growth will go into the wood and foli 
age. 
Experts are agreed 
that 
this 
intercropping for one or possibly two 
yoars will do little damago and will 
at tho same time provide money fo 
putting fertilizer on the ground. 


Local potato men have figured tha 
the cost of raising potatoes will no 
exceed a cent and a half 
a 
pound

The Supreme Court of California h a s 
not y e t passed upon tho validity of the 
flood 
control bond issue of $4,450,000, 
approved b y tho people last winter. 
I t 
is hoped t h a t a decision 
will be ren 
dered before 
Tuesday, September 4th, 
when the t a x levy for the fiscal year 
1017-18 must bo mado and when provi 
sion must be made for a levy to pay 
tho interest a n d principal of the bonds 
if they are to be sold under the existing 
ordinance of issue. 


Chairman Hamilton, of the Board of 
Supervisors, h a s been udviscd b y the 
county counsel that even if the Supreme 
Court decision is not made before Sep 
tember 4th it will probably be possible 
to adopt a new ordinance of issue and 
sell the bonds later in order to inaugur­ 
ate the work. 


The long delay in the courts is re­ 
gretted 
because 
even if the Supremo 
Court decision is favorable it will t a k e 
several weeks to advertise and sell tho 
bonds a n d organize forces to start the 
work. 
I n the event t h a t no decision 
is reached before September 4th Chair­ 
man 
Hamilton 
will ask the board to 
levy a t a x of l c per $100 for emergency 
flood control work during the year.
